ADVISORY ACTION 

1 . The proposed amendments filed on April 27, 2005 have been fully considered but will 
not be entered because: (1) they raise new issues that would require further consideration and/or 
search; and (2) they raise the issue of new matter. 
Response to Arguments 

I. In page 6, fourth and fifth paragraphs of applicant's remarks, applicant argues that double 
patent rejection has been overcome by filing a terminal disclaimer with respect to copending 
application No. 10/719,480. 

The examiner agrees to withdraw this rejection if the office approves the terminal 
disclaimer. 

II. In page 7, second paragraph bridging to page 10, third paragraph of applicant's remarks, 
applicant argues that the amendments on claim 47 have overcome the rejection under 35 USC 
102(b). 

This argument has been fully considered but it is not persuasive toward the withdrawal of 
the rejection because applicant's argument with respect to the rejection is moot since applicant 
has amended claim 47.
